S-R.O. 249. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (0th amendment) Rules, 
1963. 

2. In the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, in Part IX, Pay and Allowances, 
for clause (e) of sub-rule (1) of rule 35, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(e) to an honorarium of Rs, 50,00 per month for a period of 9 months In 
a year, if he is a Senior Division Officer and Rs. 75.00 per month 
throughout a year, if he is a NCC Rifle Officer.”
